__ The funeral of the late Duke will be 
held at Coburg on Friday, August 3. 
On that occasion ‘the Prince of Wales 
will represent Queen Victoria. He 
will be accompanied to Coburg by 
either his son, the Duke of York, or 
his brother, the Duke of Connaught.

The deceased, Alfred Ernest Albert, 
reigning Duke of Saxe-Cobury) and 
Gotha, to which office he succeeded in 
1898, was born on August 6, I8tt, the 
second son and fourth child of her 
Majesty Queen Victoria. He was also 
Duke of Edinburgh, Earl of Ulster, 
and Earl of Kent (1868) Duke of Sax- 
ony, Duke of Inlich, Cleve, and Berg, 
Duke of Engern and “Westphalia, 
Langrave of Thuringia, Margrave of 
Meissen. He bore the following

Knight Grand Cross of the Bath, 
Knight Grand Commander of the Star 
of India, Knight Grand Cross.

He was educated at the Universities 
of Bonn and Edinburgh. He entered 
the navy in 1858, became lieutenant 
in 1879, vice-udmiral in 1882, admiral 
in 1887, and admiral of the fleet in 
1893. He had command of the Chan- 
nel squadron in 1883 and 1884, and was 
commander-in-chief of the Mediterran- 
ean fleet from 1886 to 1889. He was 
elected King of Greese in December, 
1862, but declined the dignity. 

He was introduced at the Privy 
Council in 1866, and resigned on as- 
suming the throne of Saxe-Coburg in 
1893. In this position he succeeded 
his uncle, H. H. Ernest IL, the Prince 
of Wales having renounced his claim 
to the succession. 

He married on January 23, 1874, the 
Grand Duchess Marie Alexandrovna 
of Russia, only daughter of the late 
Oz. Hischildvenare:—Alfred Alex- 
ander, hereditary Prince of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha; Princess Ferdin- 
and of Roumunia, Princess Victoria 
Melita, Grund Duchess of Hesse; 
Princess Alexandra, herditary Prin- 
cess of HohenloheLungenburg; and 
Princess Beatrice Leopoldine. 

The late Duke inherited his mother’s 
musical tastes, and wasa_ violinist of 
very high attainments.

“There has been a cessatfon of 
hostilities here (Pekin) since July 18, 
but for fear of treachery there has 
been no relaxation of vigilance. ‘The 
Chinese soldiers continue to strengbh- 
en the barricades around the besieged 
area and also the batteries on top of 
the Imperial city wall, but in the 
meantime they have discontinued fir- 
ing, probably because they are short 
of ammunition. 

Conditioua Improving. 

‘The main bodies of the Imperial 
soldiers have loft Pekin in order to 
meet the relief forces. Supplies are 
beginning to come in, and the condi- 
tion of the besieged is improving. 

“The wounded are doing well. Our 
hospital arrangements are admirable, 
and 150 cases have passed through 
the hospitals, 

Foreign OMice Got the Despatch. 

“The Tsung li Yamen forwarded to 
Sir Claude MacDonald a copy of the 
despatch telegraphed by the Emperor 
to Queen Victoria, attributing all 
deeds of violence to bandits, and re- 
questing Her Majesty's assistance to 
extricate the Chinese Government 
from its difficulties. The Queen's re- 


ply is not stated, but the Chinese 
Minister in’ Wash{ngton telegraphs 
that the U.S. Government would 


gladly assist the Chinese authorities, 
Thinge do Not Match.

duced on the Canadian side to 2 cents, 
Since that time a custom has sprung 
up among the Anglo-American res- 
idents of having one of them collect 
the letters and then walk over to 
Niagara Falls, Ont, and post them, 
saving 8cents on each missive. In 
the case of a single letter there is no 
saving, as there is a toll of 10 cents for 
the round trip across the railway 
bridge and 15 cents across the steel 
bridge. When a large number of 
letters are collected together, however, 
the saving mounts up. As long as no 
one regularly engages in this sort of 
work for pay or commission, the Post 
Office Department can take no steps 
to put an end to it. 

‘ommissioner Wilson, of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau, has reiterated an 
old decision of his office in regard to 
the tax on Canadian bank notes circu- 
lating in the United States. He says: 
“Whenever Canadian bank notes or 
the notes of any person, firm, corpora- 
tion, association or company, whether 
foreign or domestic, other than a 
national bankin, association, are, 

assed from hand to hand anywhere 
in the United States in payment of 
debts or in the purchase ef goods, it is 
held that they ave used for circulation, 
and that any bank receiving these 
notes so used and paying them out 
again in the United States is required 
to pay the tax of 10 per cent. on the 
amount of the notes thus paid out.” 

It may be mentioned that all domes- 
tic hank notes, except those issued by 
National Banks, in the United States 
are subject to this tax.

MAYY SHEEP AND UOGS KILLED. 


Sleeping Cow Caused Serious Wreck— 


Pireman Badiy Burt 


Owen Sound, Aug. 2.—At 9 o'clock 
Tuesday night when going up a cury- 
ed grade, half a mile past Arnott 
Station, the C. I’. R. engine struck a 
cow sleeping between the rails. The 
train was not going at a high rate 
of speed, and in consequence the en- 
gine was ditched on its left side. 
Two stock & piled up on it and 
were badly wrecked, The other cars, 
which were loaded with flour, did 
not leave the tracks.

The pupae also seem to imbibe it in 
some death dealing manner. and finally 
if in spite of all this a female mosquito 
should try to deposite her eggs ina 
kerosene-covered pool, the contact 
with the oil will kill her. ¢ 

Many mosquito‘infested districts 
have boen reclaimed with kerosene. 
Near Babylon, L. I., a certain beac 
was rendered inhabitable. A specu- 
lator bought the beach for a compara- 
tive trifle. He noticed a small marsh 
near by and poured a few gallons of 
kerosene into it, The mosquitoes dis- 
appeared and the beech was made over 
into a profitable summer resort. 

A place on the Virginia coast was 
treated the same way with success. 
Baltimore was rid of the pest to a 
large extent by the efficieut use of 
kerosene on pools and stagnant waters 
around the city. Several placesin the 
west were similiarly treated.

From 1800 to 1824 presidential candi- 
dates were chosen by the members of 
congress jn caucus. In 1824 the elect- 
oral college failed to make a choice 
from the candidates so submitted, and 
the matter went to the house of repre- 
sentatives. Four years later Tennes- 
see’s legislature nominated Andrew 
Jackson without any reference to the 
congressional His opponent, 
John Quincy Adams; was nominated in 
the old way, but that was the end of 
presidential nominations by congres- 
sional caucus.

The major general had sald 
to the brigadier ordered to proceed to 
Thoroughfare gap: 

“I do not know how many Confeder- 
ates are holding that gap, but be the 
number 500 or 10,000 you must break 
through. That is the ordet—break 
through. If only one man of your com- 
mand fs left aliye, he will bring us the 
news we want.” 

And the major general on the Con- 
federate side had said to the brigadier: 

“You will detach one regiment of 
your command to hold Thoroughfare 
gap. It must be held against the Fed- 
erals for three days. We can spare 
only a single regiment. If there is but 
one man left alive at the end of that 
time, he will follow on and overtake 
us.” - 

A narrow wagon road, twisting and 
turning between walls from 20 to 100 
feet high, with alternate spots of sun- 
shine and gloom—that was ‘Thorough- 
fare gap. As the skeleton regiment of 
600 Confederates entered it and pressed 
forward to its western mouth, its rug: 
gedness and gloomy solemnity brought 
a feeling of awe. It reminded them of 
a tomb, and they shuddered to think of 
dying in the semidarkness. Two field- 
pieces rolled along with the regiment 
of infantry, and the jar of the heavy 
wheels loosened a stone now and then 
to come clattering down from far 
above. When a blue brigade came 
clattering up, it was to find the 600 
in possession and the position one 
which the dullest private must see was 
well nigh impregnable. Every hour 
Was worth a thousand lives to the Fed- 
eral army, and the Federal brigadier 
lost no time in) beginning the attack. 
In the open he would have gobbled up 
that skeleton regiment at a dash. Be- 
hind a rocky wall hastily thrown up, 
with no way to get at the enemy ex- 
cept in front, his surplus of men did 
not count. At the sound of the bugles 
they dashed forward with cheers, but 
not a man got within five rods of the 
wall. Grape and canister and bullets 
tore the lines to pieces. It was tried 
again and again. The orders were to 
break through the gap. <A thousand 
dead and wounded would be a cheap 
price for the Information to be had at 
the other end. ~ Artillery was brought 
forward to batter down the wall,,but 
it could not be placed to adyantage. 
The pieces had only been fired onca 
when their crews lay dead or wounded 
and the carriages were shattered, The 
Federal brigadier rode back and forth 
and stormed and swore and almost 
wept. 

“Whether 500 or 10,000, you must 
break through!” were the orders, and 
if he failed to carry them out his ca- 
reer as a soldier was at an end. An 
army ,of 200,000 men was waiting to 
checkmate Lee, A whole nation was 
waiting to hear the splash of Confed- 
erate feet in the waters of the Potomac, 
The men In blue could hardly form 
company in the mouth of that defile, 
A charge against the wall meant death 
to every other man, but they formed up 
and charged and cheered and—died. 
After half a day of bloody fighting the 
Vederal brigadier rested. He was still 
bleeding from a wound when he open- 
ed a dispatch and read: 

“You have one of the best brigades in 
the corps, and it is certain you are op- 
posed by only a bandful of Confeder- 
ates. By 9 o'clock in the morning you 
must have authentic news of Lee.” 

The brigadier had sacrificed GOO men 
that day, and he could not believe the 
Confederate loss to be over 50, There 
was but one way to reach them on the 
morrow—oyver that stone wall He 
would drive them or die with the last 
man. There was no jollity in the Fed- 
eral camp that night. Men will sing 
or joke as they swing Into battle line in 
the open, but these men peered into 
the darkness of the gap and thought 
of the dead in front of the stone wall 
and spoke to each other in whispers. 
It was a brave sight to see them swing 
into Jine as the sun gilded the tree tops. 
Eyery face had its pallor, and every 
eye looked into the midst of death, but 
there was no lagging or falterlug. You 
saw them tightening thelr belts and 
setting thelr jaws as they walted, and 
you beld your breath for the signal 
Which was to send them to death. 

On the other side of the stone wall 
there was no exultation. The dead 
and the wounded were comparatively 
but every hour y add to the 
number, and only one of the three 
had | ed.

When morning came, le stood on a 
knoll and looked down upon the sup 
bronzed and waiting veterans, and it 
was like a knife in bis heart to give the 
order to attack.

There 
was neyer a cli hor a shout. Men 
who feel that they are golng to certain 
death do not cheer. They draw a long 
breath, choke back the gasp in the 
throat. and rush forward with heads 
down. In ten minutes it was all oyer, 
The wall had been reached and fought 
over, but it could not be held. As the, 
last few living Wederals came limping 
back the brigadier sat down and wept, 
Orders, orders, orders! , And yet he 
felt himself a murderer. More Confed- 
erates had fallen, but the force was yet 
Strong enongh to hold the gap. If he 
could not carry it, he would be dis- 
graced. Like the brave man he was, 
he took the one way out of it. At high 


noon the column was formed again, 


and the brigadier put himself at the 
head of it. Officers groaned and pri- 
yates murmured to see him there, but 
he was firm. He led In the dark—be 
was the first to reach. the wall—he 
mounted it and cheered his men in the 
fight which won it. But when it was 
won he lay among the dead, and the 
Confederates retived less than half a 
mile to a third wall. Two days bad 
passed, and yet the Federals had not 
broken through. ben another brigade 
canie marching up, and there was ap- 
other brigadier to take command. He 
saw the situation as the dead general 
; had seen it, but he had less feeling. 
Column after column was formed up 
and dashed against that third wall and 
driven back, but in the end Le won. It 
was 20 lives for.one every time, but 
under his orders he could haye doubled: 
the sacrifice, { 
At dusk on the evening of the third 
day the) last Confederate infantryman 
had passed the gap on his way to the 
Potomac, and the head of the column 
was in Pennsylvania., Lee had played 
his card and won. Nota gap had been 
carried, and the news of his where- 
abouts had come from other sources, 
There was a last stone wall in ‘Phor: 
oughfare gap. Behind it 100 Confed- 
erates crouched and waited. helr two 
fieldpieces were uscless for the want 
of ammunition, and their muskets were 
alone to be depended on. As the sink- 
ing sun filled the ravine with deeper 


gloom 500 Vederals made a last charge. 


They had to tread the dead under foot 
to do it. That was the fourth charge 
of the day; and it was checked as the 
others had been. It simply meant 
more dead and wounded to choke that 
narrow way. Tlundreds had been 
| dragged out,- but -hundreds still re- 

mained, When night came down, 50 

men with powder stained faces, who 

had scarcely broken their fast or closed 
their eyes for 70 hours, silently march- 
ed out of the gap and headed for the 
| north in the wake of the Invading 
army. ‘here was no colonel, no cap- 
talns, no lieutenants. A sergeant com- 
manded the remnant, and his com- 
} mand was: 

“Out of h—!l and into Pennsylyania 
—forward=march!” 

And when the long night had passed 
and daylight come again the Federals 
found the stone wall undefended and 
clambered oyer it and ran to the mouth 
of the gap to shout to each other: 

“Lee has passed, and we are too 
late!”

This involves much more 
work than the simple process of ring- 
ing up the fares, as conductors do in 
America, but the k is Ughtened by 
the fact that only a certain oumber of 
persons are permitted to ride on a car 
at the same time. The number of sit- 
ting and standing places is plainly 
marked on euch car. .¢ a car Is de-

signed to c 80 persons, no more 
than 30 persous will be permitted on 
that car at the same tlme. When any- 
thing in Germany is forbidden, it is 
settled once for at, 

In order that every person who rides 
shall get the preseribed ticket inspect- 
ors are employed who spend their time 
In ascertaining whether the ecouductors 
are doing their duty. These Inspectors 
step Into the cars and ask the passen- 
gers for thelr tickets, They note the 
number of the tickets and whether they 
correspond with the stubs retained by 
the conductor, The clerk who gives 
out the blocks of tickets to the con- 
ductors notes the number of the upper- 
most ticket and at the return of each 
block collects from the conductor who 
returned it as many fares as there are 
tickets detached. 

The rate of fares varies from 24 
cents to 5, according to the distance. 
Small children are carried for one-half 
fare, and any one for the sum of $2.50 
may secure a ticket which entitles him 
to ride as much as he wishes for one 
month. When a car Is full, the con- 
ductor displays a placard bearing the 
word “Occupied.”—Chicago Record.

tucky and Tenness ades, and more 
of it is used for the domestic market. 
The better qualities of these tobaccos 
ure used In this country for manufac: 
turing purposes. 

The farmer assorts the 
roughly into lugs, good leaves and top 
leaves, but the final grading and treat- 
ment are given by the packer, who also 
decides to which country the various 
qualities of tobacco shall be sent. If 
the “tobacco needs darkening to meet 
the demands of any particular tri 
the desired shade is obtained through 
various ways of manipulating and 
packing It. 

‘The light tobaccos produced in Mary- 
Jand are air cured, while a similar type 
grown in eastern Ohio is largely cured 
by wood fires. These tobaccos are used 
exclusively for pipe smoking and eiga- 
reltes, the following grades being made 
by the packers: Fine yellow, medium 
bright, good ordinary “colory,’’ fine 
red, tine seconds, medium seconds and 
lunes. Nearly all of these goods are ex- 
ported, the best markets being found 
in Ivance, Germany, Holland, Austria 
and Belgium. 

Almost the entire yield from Mary- 
Inud and eastern Ohio is sold in Balti- 
more, where five large warehouses 
have been established for the inspee- 
tlon of these goods by state officers. 
As soon as these tobaccos are entered 
in the warehouse a sworn and bonded 
inspector draws four samples from 
each hogshead, taken from different 
places and at equal distances apart, 
beginning near the bottom of the hog 
head. These four samples, or hands, 
are tled together and are sealed and 
labeled with the name of the owner, 
the number of the hogshead, its net 
and gvoss weight and the name of the 
inspector. The agents of foreign coun- 
tries buy exclusigely from these sam- 
ples, When the goods are shipped, the 
samples are also forwarded, so that 
the goods on reaching their destination 
can be compared with the samples 
from which they were bought. If there 
sliould be more than 10 per cent of to- 
bacco in the hogshead poorer than the 
sample, the inspector, who is under 
Wond, becomes Hable for such differ- 
ence, 

The White Burley is entirely ‘air cur- 
ed except in exceedingly damp weath- 
er,qwhen wood fires may be used. This 
tobacco is assorted by the farmer into 
the following grades: Milers, the first 
two bottom leaves, which are overripe 
and yery trashy; common lugs, the 
next tivo leaves; good lugs, bright 
leaves, long red, sliort red’ and top 
leaves. This tobacco is ‘packed’ in 
hogsheads by the furmer and inspected 
in the same manner as the Maryland 
tobacco; but, unlike the latter, {t is sold 
at auction in the Warehouse. 

Not more than 10 per cent of the 
White Burley is exported, but on ac- 
count of its great absorbent powers it 
is highly prized in this country for 
twist and plug chewing tobaccos. The 
filers are used for pipe smoking, the 
heavy bodied top leaves for plug and 
twist fillers, while the best leaves are 
used for clgarétte, plug, twist wrap- 
pers and for cutting purposes. 

The bright yellow and mahogany to- 
baccos are cured enitir ly by flues, a 
method whicli ¢ures yery quickly, not 
more than four days being required in 
the process, As soon as the tobacco is 
put into the barn tlie fire is started and 
is kept going night aud day until the 
tobacco is thoroughly curved to the de- 
sired color. This tobacco, which is sold 
at auction in loose piles in the ware-

Winter Plowing In the South, 

Land plowed In winter and left in 
the rough will be in fine condition for 
early spring preparation nnd planting. 
Anywhere north of latitude 30 there is 
likely to be enough “black frost” to 
disintegrate clods and cause them to 
pulverize readily under the harrow or 
roller. A thorough preparation of soil 
is equal to a considerable dressing of 
fertilizer and reduces the amount of 
labor required In cultivating the future 
erop. Winter plowing turns’ wp nu- 
merous hybernating insects, and they 
perish by the cold exposure. Some ag- 
ricultural writers hold that the soil 
shonld not be left withont protection 
of a vegetable growth during winter. 
If the ground Js uneven and inclined to 
wasb, it would be better with a coating 
of weeds, vines or grass, but where 
there is no teudeney to wash the rajns 
will do no barm, aud the advantage of 
having a fine seedbed will far outweigh 
any loss of fertilizer enused by lack of 
shade. It js the baking summer suo 
that Impovyerlshes the naked soil, says 
Texas Harn and Raneb. 


Crab Gross Hay, 

Crab grass lay is distinctly a south 
erm forage plant. It Is an annual, 
growing vigorously in the wet period 
of midsummer and seeding abundaut 
ly. Even when cut for hay it is be 
lieved usually to have reached such 3 
stnge of maturity that the next year's 
growth is assured from seed dropped. 
The ripening, as also the haying, is ac 
companied by such perfect weather 
that the straw Is bright and fresh look- 
ing, and even when seed has ripened 
and the hay bas passed its best estate 
for digestion its looks indicate an enr- 
lier stage of development than has ac. 
tually been attained.

n thing never to be forgotten, 

Japanese houses are made up of slid- 
Ing sereens Instead of our solid parti- 
tions and in summer are all leftopen, so 
that, sented at dinner, one look out 
over the gardens, seelng the lights of 
the city In the distance, and the scent 
of a thousand flowers blows in with 
every breath of alr. 

The guests remoye thelr shoes on 
entering the house and, except when 
provided with a pair of cotton oyer- 
shoes, must spend the evening In 
stocking feet unless happily the bost 
has an extra pair, The wife of a Jap- 
anese gentleman does not preside at 
his table unless there are ladies In the 
party, but appears with the tea and 
sweetmeats, which always precede a 
dinner, as do our cocktails and sherry, 
ete. She merely greets the guests and 
appears again only when the goodbys 
are said. 

Silken cushicns are scattered about 
the floor and the guests are arranged 
according to rank, for the Japanese 
are, of course, great etleklers for form 
and ceremony. Little tables, some six 
Inches high, are placed before each one 
and barefooted waiting maids In grace- 
ful and prettily tinted kimonos bring 
In lucquer trays with several tiny cov- 
ered bowls. 

Before leaving the trays on the 
tables they set them on the floor, and, 
dropping on their knees, make their 
best bow, touching their foreheads to 
the floor. Chopsticks take the place 
of knives and forks; but, unlike our 
Weapons of attack, are made of wood. 
They are never used twice, unless fam- 
fly heirlooms, when they are of carved 
ivory of the most exquisite workman- 
ship, as are also the lacquer trays, 


bowls and cups. 


The host sets an example by remoy- 
Ing the covers from the tiny bowls, and 
the guest, doing likewise, finds an as- 
sortment of food quite new and gen- 
erally most distasteful. Mustering up 
much skill one attempts getting the 
food on chopsticks from the tables to 
The first few times most 
of It falls on the floor or on one's lap. 
The wretched sticks wabble and cross 
each other as if focused. When al- 
most desperate, the good host Is apt 
to come to the rescue by suggesting 
lifting the bowls, and, with the ald ofa 
chopstick, shoveling the food in, as 
one would potatoes into a barrel. 

In each course there are balf a dozen 
dishes, and the host tells what they 
are. Tirst, sulmono, a bean soup; 
kuchitorl, chestnuts boiled and crushed 
Into a mush; kamaboko, fish picked 
fine and rolled {nto little balls and bak- 
ed; ‘sashimi, raw fish cut into thin 
slices and covered with Ice. This Is 
dipped into rich sauce called soy, and 
Ig really very good. Little cups of 
warm sake, the native brandy made of 
rice, are served with each course. Nap- 
kins and bread are unkpnowo quan- 
titles. 

The second course {s a small fish 
boiled whole. One has a chance here 
to get In some fine play with the chop- 
sticks—umani, bits of fowl! boiled with 
potatoes or lotus roots, a salad of on- 
fons, peas and string beans, with a few 
leaves of lettuce; sunomono, sea snalls 
served with eggplant mashed, and cha- 
man mushi, a thick soup made of fish 
and vegetables, with mushrooms for a 
relish. 

The third co@yse {s a curry of rice 
and picked vegetables, d for a fourth 
and final course you haye sobo, a sort 
of buckwheat vermicelli served with 
soy and a et liquor called mirin; 
kliruko, rice cakes, seaweed and con- 
“ectionery of all sorts, which are very 
sweet and tasteless. 

During the dinner each guest rises 
and proposes the health of the host and 
one other guest until the whole party Is 
disposed of. This custom is rather 
bard on the guests, for sake fs fiery 
stuf and 


foes to one’s head more 
quickly than our own brandy. ‘To 
make matters worse, after one bas 


drunk the health of all the company it 
is customary to drink the health of the 
waitresses, who bow thelr foreheads to 
the floor in acknowl ent.

They ac 
grief and in sorrow; they iner e aad 
grow ugly when the will loses its grip 
on the thoughts and the neryes run 
riot. Bach ascertain the cause of 
the wrinkles and interpret the emo- 
tlons which have made lines and cross 
lines upon his or her own-face by as- 
Suming the muscular contractions that 
have produced them. 

The principal wrinkles that mark the 
face are those that appear on the fore- 
head, stretching across from one temple 
to another, from two to five parallel 
lines or front one to three upright 
ones. ‘These Ines are reprehensible 
and unnecessary, the result of a per- 
nicious habit of overuse of nerve 
force, au exaggeration of energy In 
thought nnd speech and accompanied 
by self cuusclousness. They are usual- 
ly formed early in life, and parents 
should by persistence prevent a child 
from acquiring the habit. The lines of 
latitude are less noble than those of 
longitude. 

The next set of wrinkles In impor- 
tance are those about the eyes. Those 
that are at the angles, the “crow's 
feet,” are pleasant lines and come from 
wrinkling the skin In smiling or fo 
laughter. In the olden time the teach- 
ers of deportment and good looks warn- 
ed their pupils agalust wrinkling the 
face in the display of hilarious emo- 
tions because of these effects. The 
long lines and the wrinkling of the del- 
icate tissues under the eyes are greater 
telltales than any other of exhaustion 
of vital forces and the rayages of time. 
But bardest of all to deal with are the 
Wrinkles about the mouth. 

Trew are conscious of the part played 
In the battle of life by the muscles of 
the mouth. They, and not those about 
the eyes, are called into action by ev- 
ery passing thought and emotion of be- 
ing. If thoughts are pleasaat, they re- 
lax; if moWrnful, there is a downward 
droop; if energetic, they harden; if de- 
termined, they compress the lips; if 
angry, they contract still more; if hu- 
morous, they relax and the mouth 
widens—the greater the merriment the 
wider the mouth—and the cheeks par- 
ticipate In the pleasurable emotions, 
and the parentheses, the two long, seml- 
circular wrinkles Inclosing the lips, ap- 
pear and deepen with age. 

The skin, responding to the muscular 
action underneath, becomes creased 
and wrinkled In fine or coarser lines, 
according to the display of muscular 
activity. The wrinkles which more 
surely than any others tell of the ac- 
tion of time are those which run from 
the ears around the base of the chin at 
its junction with the neck. They are 
not expressive of emotion; they are 
made by the bending of the head upon 
the neck, The wrinkles of the cheeks 
are not numerous, and they require 
strong agencies, such as sickness, grief 
and age, to bring them out. Some of 
these wrinkles are made by taking bad 
positions during sleep or crushing the 
cheek upon the pillow. The soft, yleld- 
ing flesh Is pushed upward, making 
deep creases under the eyes, at the cor- 
ners and on the temples. 

To remove wrinkles, therefore, one 
must know their mecbavism and their 
philosophy. In the first place, guard 
against a flabby and relaxed skin. This 
can be done by dashing upon the face 
either very hot water or very cold or 
alternating them and while doing this 
rubbing the skin with the balls of the 


fingers. Alcohol or cologne toughens 
the n and keeps ft smooth. It can 


ter, equal parts, It Is 
seldom that the in of the face is too 
dry, for the oily glands are especially 
netive; but, In case It Is, use Instead of 
alcohol a cold cream or nn unguent 
made of equal parts of white vaseline, 
almond ofl and lanolin, to which may 
be added a few drops of ylolet extract. 
Steaming the fac®, massaging It and 
the use of electricity are all good to 
remove wrinkle ‘The end aimed at 
by the employment of all these means 
js to give elasticity and firmmess to 
the skin, which enable It to resist the 
action of the underlylng niuseles, 

If deep wrinkles have come, such as 
the horizontal wrinkles of the fore- 
bead, they can be remoyed by mechan- 
feal means. After paluting then: with 
an astringent, such as tannate of 
gyleerin, put them on a streteh by 
medus of plaster, which will also be a 
menus of reninding one not to wrink

Court Couldn't Alter, 

In the good old days when Judge 
Gaslin sat upon the bench in a district 
that comprised the western half of 
Nebraska, the rustler, the horse thief 
and the killer abounded. Judge Gaslin 
Was aware that there was bnt one way 
to rid the country of thése pests, and 
that way was to make It too hot for 
them. Accordingly Judge Gaslin, when 
one of them was put on trial, admitted 
evidence that was sometimes *incom- 
petent, irrelevant and immaterial/’ but 
as it was generally true that if the 
prisoner was not guilty he had been 
guilty of something equally bad Judge 
Gaslin let it go at that and clinched 
the prisoner on general principles. The 
result was that the supreme court-re- 
versed a good many of the judge's 
cases, 

During these perilous times an atro- 
cious murder was committed in Adams 
county and the perpetrators were soon 
captured, The evidences of guilt were 
plain, and the two prisoners were soon 
pronounced guilty and sentenced to be 
hanged. But as several notorious char- 
acters had recently been allowed to es- 
cape by the supreme court, the people 
of Adams determined to forestall any- — 
thing of that kind by quletly lynching 
the priséners..

cles are written, for almost everybody 
desires at times to announce something 
through the press. ‘he mere knowl- 
edge of the theory will not make a suc- — 
cessful writer in this or any other de-— 
partinent, but it fs the first step. 

The skillful preacher or orator usual 
ly reserves his thost important points 
untiltoward the end of bis discourse, 
closing with a climax; the skillful ~ 
newspaper reporter puts bis cliniax In- 
to his first sentence and ends with the 
most nonessential detail. While the 
novelist secures lls dramatic effect by 
keeping the secret of his story hidden 
as long as possible, the reporter attains 
sucec by revealing his. secret as » 
quickly as words will let bin, Both

offered, Isimply wish also’ to state 
that as long as the chairman of that 
committee was receiving tenders it 
was perfectly legitimate and business 
like for The kathbun Company to 
send in tenders, particulitly in a 
falling market. Mr, Hall, onbehalf of 
The Kathbun Company, isa zealous 
salesman; he, no doubt, found that he 
could get the pipe, etc,, much cheaper, 
and tendered accordingly. As to 
special sizes, I do not think) the town 
used any couplifigs or connections 
with the size of pipe wanted that are 
not standards «nd which the manufac- 
turers have not regularly in stock. I 
do not like the reflections Coun.

Coun, Geddes—You are all aware

The French habit ef settling disputes 
by resort to duels with swords has de- 
veloped a national dueling weapon, the 
epee de combat, a long 1d stror 
blade with three triangular grooves 
| taperlng to a keen point, with edges 
that never are used save for defense. 
The hand is protected with a broad, 
round guard shaped like the gong upon 
an alarm clock, The handle fs straight, 
with no other fncumbrance, and bal- 
anced by a heavy pommel which pro- 
jects beyond the root of the thumb 
when the weapon {s held ready for a 
thrust. 

It Is a modern development of the 
rapier with which Cyrano de Bergerac 
fought the bullies of Paris. It shows 
traces of its descent through the ele- 
gant court sword which was coming 
Into being when D'Artagnan became a 
field marshal in the “Due de Brage- 
lonne.” But its hilt makes it Impossi- 
ble for ordinary wear In [ts present

Floquet found it necessary to settle 
tueir differences at the sword's point. 
The erltics bad not much difficulty in 
picking the winner between a civilian 
president of the chamber of deputies 
well advanced in years who had Iimit- 
ed his practice to sparrow shooting 
with a pistol and a “bravy’ general” tn 
the full ardor of his life whose sword 
Was the symbol of his profession, Yet 
they were utterly mistaken, 

If M. Floquet was no swordsman, he 
was full of quiet pluck and common 
sense, and he practiced one stroke only 
tle night before the fight. A dozen 
times, though not too many to make 
lis old limbs stiff the next day, he 
might have been seen in a well known 
salles d'armes straightening his arm 
and raising his wrist until he could 
only just see the point of his sword 
above and beyond the ball of his 
thumb. The next day Boulanger made 
a furious attack, with many stamps 
and flourishes. The littfe president 
stiffened his back, threw out his point, 
and the unlucky general Impaled his 
neck upon the blade. Boulanger recoy- 
ered, to die by his own hand after 
“Boulangism” bad been discredited.

Vanor, Mendes’ opponent, “was a fine 
swordsman and, sportsmanlike enough 
to recognize the double adyantages he 
enjoyed, contented himself with parry- 
Ing correctly. Catulle Mendes threw 
himself on his adversary’s point and 
Was severely wounded in the stomach 
on almost the same ground where 
Percher had been killed several years 
before. 

It often Is urged outside of France 
that French dueling consists in merely 
pricking your man fh the band or fore- 
arm, as the least disablement Is held to 
“satisfy the honor’ of the combatants. 
But the band and arm of an adyersary 
fre those parts of bim which are ne 
est to you and which you can 1 
with the least exposure of your own 
person. 

The wound that Is produced by trans- 
fixing a band, which may be protected 
only by the ordinary kid glove of social 
custom, is not only totally disabling, 
but also extremely painful. Soldiers 
who have been shot in the palm inva- 
vinbly collapse for a time with the 
neute agony produced by the rupture 
of so many delicate nerve centers, A 
thrust in the forearm {y equally effeet- 
{ve, for It disables all the muscles and 
ligaments that enable a man to hold 
ond manipulate his sword. 

But though a fine duelist ts always 
capable of these particular thrusts— 
and they are far wore various than 
wonld be Ima red at first sight—he 
bas by no means exhausted bis strokes 
when these have all been parried, At- 
tacks In whates called the “lower line” 
are frequently successful and invaria- 
bly produce an awkward wound when 
they suceced.

About 5,000 years before the Chris- 
tlan era a Chinese Lien

mula for converting dirt Into gold—it 
matters not what—accidentally con- 
cocted a black substance in the form 
of a liquid paint or varnish. This con- 
coction was the first india ink. 

The black pigment which forms the 
base of the Ink was the soot obtained 
by burning lac and pin@@hareoal, ‘This 
soot was powdered finely and mixed 
with some kind of size or glue, Vish 
eine, or isinglass, was used as well 1s 
bone or horn glue, and sometimes, in 
making the finer qualities of ink, pearls 
were boiled in glue. Sometimes dried 
ox tongeé was added to give the ink a 
purple tint, and the bark of the pepper 
tree was used to produce a tinge of 
blue, The ink was carefully molded, 
dvied and packed in wormwocd leaves 
With lime or ashes until well seasoned. 

It is not stated whether sepia, the 
coloring liquid of the cuttlefish, was 
added to the ink originally or not; but, 
us the best india ink in use at present 
has a brownish tint, as if mixed with 
sepia, it is evident that sepia is used 
now in the manufacture of the Ink. 
Sepia alone is used frequently in China 
in preference to the black ink. 

As soon as It was discoyered that in- 
dia ink was likely to be serviceable to 
tnankind it was perceived by the im- 
perlal diet to be a dangerous innoya- 
tion upon the established custom of 
“not” having it to use. The empire 
had got along very well without indla 
ink prior to its discovery, and it was 
Chinese public policy “to let well 
enough alone.” ‘Therefore the use of 
the ink was declared to be sacrile- 
gious, and its manufacture was pro: 
hibited. 

Apparently there were “millions” in 
india ink in those days, for a sharp 
competition in its production arose, 
nnd this was the beginning of trouble 
for artists and draftsmen, The market 
was glutted with worthless grades. At 
first the ink was superfine in quality, 
and the lampblack used in it was 
ground into an impalpable powder so 
fine that it was as volatile as yapor 
and possessed in itself an odor of 
musk. Later, when competition cor- 
rupted its production, coarser. and 
cheaper pigments were substituted for 
the fine ones, and the ink was arti- 
ficlally perfumed with musk in order 
to disguise its inferlority. 

The Chinese are passionately fond of 
musk, and india ink was used by them 
not only as a writing material, but 
also as a flaygy for pelt choicest pey- 
erages. A little india ink rubbed, in 
water was considered then a delicious 
dink, but modern india ink can hara- 
ly be recommended as a safe medium 
for interior decoration of that sort. 

We are Informed by tho distinguish: 
ed historinn that all “good” India ink 
Is Inbabited by geds. (In China there 
are so many gods that it Is difficult to 
find lodgings for them all; they are 
billeted, therefore, upon y conyen- 
Jent article, such as a st of india 
ink.) From this startling disclosure of 

historlan we might be justified In 
presuming that all “bad” indja ink Is 
Inhabited by devils. This view of the 
mat would account for the multi- 
tudinous trials and tribulations whiel 
beset the unhappy draftsman who tries 
to make a drawing with poor india 
Ink, for ¢ nly In unmitigated wick-

fattened. The sheep ean digest even 
poor feed, keeping itself vigorous and 
its fleece healthy so long as It gets 
sufficient In amount and of the proper 
nutvitive value, It needs plentiful sup- 
plies of proteids:-to make the» fleece 
grow properly. Unless these are given 
in some form there fs sure to be trou- 
ble with the fleece when it comes to 
the manufacturer. Yet this is a mat- 
ter that average wool buyers very 
seldom look into. Quite frequently th 
looking over a fleece there will be 
found a streak running through ft at 
about the same distance from the sur- 
face that will show hard and dry, 
while beneath the wool will be molst 
or rather oily, as good wool ought to 
be. Sometimes this will stop further 
growth. But if the check was only. 
temporary and quickly recovered from 
there will be fine threads of woo! grow- 
Ing through’ the barsh portion and 
branching out Into good wool at the 
surface, But this no less than where 
the wool growth is entirely arrested 
makes a weak place when the cloth Is 
to be woyen. 

There is not enough discrimination 
made in judging the quality of wool as 
brought to, the market by farmers. 
Most of the buyers are not so goud 
jndges as the farmers themselves, who 
ean tell when shearing a sheep many 
of the conditions under which different 
parts of the fleece were grown. The 
manufacturer knows the effect which 
is produced in the fleece, but he can 
only guess the cause. By putting to- 
gether what the farmer knows and 
what the manufacturer finds in work- 
ing up the fleece a great deal of yalua- 
ble Information may be secured how 
to keep sheep at all times and how to 
feed and manage them So as to secure 
fs bes Biss s.

Mistaken Hog Breeding. 

W. A. Hart of Portland, Ind., writes 
in the Indiana Farmer a strong protest 
against the practice of breeding sows 
too young, including both boars and 
sows. He does not like to breed a sow 
at G6 to 8 months old, at which time it 
should weigh 200 to 250 pounds. [If it 
welghs as much as this at these ages, 
it is too fat for breeding, and it is not 
often that a sow only 6 months old can 
be brought {n heat. He advises wait- 
ing until the sow is 14 months old, and 
he says by this time It will weigh 
500 pounds and be well deyeloped for 

reeding. But either boar or sow that 
js fed to make such a weight as this 
cannot be kept In condition for breed- 
ing. We says himself that 200 pounds 
of the sow will be surplus fat, which 


will be worked off the sow on the 
young pigs in her first litter, We 
should much rather expect that I{t 


would Kill the sow and her litter when 
the time for farrowing comes The 
chief trouble with breeding soy s to 
keep them from becoming too fat 
while bearing thelr young. After the 
litter is dropped and danger from fever 
has passed the sow should be fed liber: 
ally of milk forming rather than fat 
miking food. All that she eats will 
then go to the benefit of her young.

We may concede that large size Is a 
defect if egg yield alone Is considered, 
but how about the value of the fowl 
for table use? In a table fowl fairly 
good size is desirable, and the Rhode 
Island Reds, weighing one pound less 
than the Wyandottes and two pounds 
less than the Plymouth Rocks, will 
have a hard time displacing them for 
table use. There are no records that 
go to prove that the Rhode Island Reds 
are o better table fowl than either the 


Wyandottes or Plymouth Roeks. On 
the other hand, facts do exist that 
prove that both the Plymouth’ Rocks 
and Wyandottes make extra desirable 


table fowl. At the last Boston show it 
was the Plymouth Rocks that won the 
highest awards In the dressed poultry 
department both as young and old 
fowl, with Rhode Island Reds in com- 
petition, 

In all conscience let us be fair to the 
Rhode Island Reds, let us seek out, ad 
mit and utilize thelr real merit, but let 


us also bear In mind that standard

This last 
is In Itself an item of great importance 
in the maintenance of the fertility of 
the farm and, taken in connection with 
the direct beneficial effects upon the 
soil of many of the crops grown for 
soiling and ensiling, is a most substan- 
tial argument in favor of giving these 
crops a reguiar place in plans of crop 
rotations. 

Another point in favor of the grow- 
ing of these supplementary forage 
crops is the fact that the general 
health of farm stock may be kept ic 
better condition, especially in winter, 
by the judicious use of succulent for- 
age, which serves as an appetizer and 
promotes the digestion. 

‘Too little place Is given to temporary 
pastures on the average American 
farm, but one effect of the recent pe- 
riods of drought has been to turn at- 
tention more strongly to this method 
of producing forage, Often it Is much 
more profitable to furnish stock with 
succulent food in this way than by 
soiling, the extra labor and expense of 
cutting the crop and hauling or cidrry- 
ing it to tlie feeding place being saved. 
It is not always possible to keep suffi- 
cient help on the farm to attend to the 
work of soiling properly, but by the 
use of the temporary or annual pasture 
the stock may be supplied with the de- 
sired feed andthe permanent pastures 
brought safely through a droughty 
season because of the lessened drain 
on thelr resources. True, this may 
not be the most economfeal manner of 
feeding succulent forage, owlng to the 
waste from the trampling of the ant- 
Hiils, but it is muely better than keep- 
ing the stock on overgrazed pastures 
both as regards tlie confition of the 
animals and the future productiyeness 
of the pastures. 

In certain parts of the country, nota- 
bly in the middle west and some sec: 
tions of the south, this practice of sow- 
ing supplementary pastures has be- 
come much more Common than former: 
ly, partly because of the effect of 
drought on the ylelds of forage from 
tlie permanent meadows and: pastures 
and partly through the Increased de- 
mand for sucetilent feed arising, from 
ilie growing interest in dairying and 
the increase of stock on farms hereto- 
fore largely devoted to the raising of 
cotton and grain. 

In the main the crops that are grown 
for soiling can be also used in these 
Supplementary pastures, but there are 
certain yarieties whieh are best adapt 
ed for this purpose, Aniong such may

Horses wounded on the battlefield 
are duly attended to when no danger 
to human life is involved. The veterl- 
nary officer in charge js expected to 
follow close on the fighting line and, 
together with a number of aids, to In- 
spect properly wounded animals and 
glye instructions for-their removal or 
slaughter, as the case may be. The 
yoterinary surgeon Is naturally expos- 
ed to considerable danger, but ff his 
not carried out during the 
I ss of host 2s In all probability 
it cannot be accomplished afterward, 
for, although the royal army medical 
corps Is allowed to proceed to the res- 
ene of the wounded men under the 
Ited Cross, the members of the army 
yeterinary department are not permit- 
ted to attend to the Injured horses, be- 
cnuse they are not under the protection 
of the Geneva convention, whieh makes 
no provision whatsoever for wounded 
animals.

The Old Printer Explnins What He 
M t by the Expression, 

“IT was just stepping off the street 
car,” remarked the old printer, who 
Was telling story, “when I met a 
two nicker e to face’— 

“You met a what?” 

“A two nicker. And, as I was say- 
Ing, she’— 


“But what in the world is a two 
nicker?” 

“Oh, you know what that Is, don't 
you?” 

“No, I don’t. Neyer met one in my 
life.” 


“Well, a two nicker is a lady, a wom- 
an, anything that wears petticoats.” 

“I never heard the expression before. 
Where does it come from?’ 

“Now you're too hard for me. IL 
don’t know where it ted, but in the 
good old times of case type and band 
presses it was the common expression 
used to designate a woman In a print- 
shop. It wasn’t used outside of the 
composing rooms. I'll tell you how IL 
think it arose, All the old hand type, 
us everybody knows, is provided with 
nicks on the side, so that the type- 
setters don’t haye to look at the face of 
the type to know iow to throw it in 
the ‘stick’ Far back in prehistoric 
days the type had only one nick, but 
later two nicks became the style, and 
80 years ago two nicks was the usual 
thing. But there came Improvements 
In typemaking, and it was discovered 
that three or four nieks on the side of 
the type made it easier for the printer 
to handle, and so the three or four 
nicked type came Into style and the 
two nicked type went into disuse and 
bad repute. Printers despised the two 
nicked type. About that time wonicen 
got a foothold in the printing offices 
They were not regarded with favor by 
the old time printers. The women and 
the two nicked type were in about the 
same eategory in the esteem of the old 
typo, and It was very natural that he 
should come to express both by the 
same words. They both became ‘two 
nickers,’ and the expression has be- 
come traditional io printshops.”—Mem- 
phis Scimitar.
